ber, 1878 to May, 1870, onrried oash bal-
ances ot over ,600 for “offloe use,” when
the sum needed for sugh was not deemed
more than $800, That from July, 1878, to
Fobruary, 1875, sald Seorctary naglectea
b#s duties in not making quarterly settle-
ments with collectors of all moneys by
them oolleoted, and in not making closs
deposits of all moneys by him received
as Seoretary, and that the $8,336 19 In
his hands April 18, was not made good
until May 10 to May 10, 1876,

The report says: We find from the tes.
timony that since February, 1806, sal
Trostees have failed to, make monthly
reports to Councll, which said failure we
find to be an omission of their duty as
Trustees aforesald.
